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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  imder  Order  No.  6  during  January 
1981  totaled  42.7  million  pounds. 

During  January,  39.4  million  pounds,  or 
92.15%,  of  producer  milk  was  classified  as 
Class  1. 

Comparisons  with  the  previous  month  and 
year  are  not  being  made  because  the  statistics 
are  not  comparable.   This  is  because  two  plants 
which  heretofore  had  been  included  under  the 
Upper  Florida  Order  qualified  in  January  as 
pool  plants  under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
January  was  $15.20  per  cwt.  --  up  10  cents  from 
December  1980  and  $1.32  above  January  1980. 

TAflPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  81.3  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  January  1981. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform  price 
to  producers  totaled  75.4  million  pounds,  or 
92.72'o  of  producer  receipts. 

Comparisons  with  last  month  and  the  pre- 
vious year  are  not  being  made  because  of  the 
pooling  changes  between  this  Order  and  the 
Upper  Florida  Order  described  above. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  January 
nilk  was  $15.27.  a  decrease  of  1  cent  from  the 
previous  month  and  $1.32  above  January  of  last 
year.

Dairy  Price  Supports 
Under  Review 


The   dairy  industry  and  other  interested 
persons  have  been   invited  to   comment   on  the 
terms   and  conditions   of  a  mandatory  mid-year 
adjustment   of  the  support   price   for  manufac- 
turing milk.      The  most    likely  increase   in  the 
support   price   is   about   88  cents   from  the  cur- 
rent  support  price  of  $12.80.      This   increase 
would  result   in  a  support  price  of  $13.68.  per 
hundredweight  beginning  April   1,    1981. 

The  Act   under  which  price   supports   are 
established  requires   that   milk  be  supported  at 
a   level  between   80   and  90  percent   of  parity   as 
of  the  beginning  of  the  marketing  year.      The 
current   marketing  year  began  on  October   1,    1980. 

The  Act   also  requires  that   the  support 
price  be  adjusted  at   mid-year   CApril    1)    to   re- 
flect  changes   in   the   index  of  prices  paid  by 
farmers   during  the   first-half  of  the  marketing 
year  for  commodities,    services,    interest,   taxes 
and  wages    (the  so-called  parity   indexj. 

On  October  1   the  support  price  was   set   at 
80  percent   of  parity    (the  minimum  permissible 
under  the   law).      The  mid-year  adjustment  now 
being  considered  would  continue  the   legal   "^lin- 
imum   level   of  80  percent,    but   adjust   the  actual 
price  to  take   into  account   the   increase   in  the 
parity   index  during  the   last   six  months. 

The  support  price   for  milk   is   carried  out 
by   removing  surplus  milk   from  the  market 
through   government  purchases   of  butter,    cheese 
and  and  nonfat   dry  milk.      Purchases   of  these 
products   are  made  at   prices   calculated  to  en- 
able manufacturers      (Continued  on  page   7]

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  69.2  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  January  1981. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  0.4 
million  pounds  and  0.4  million 
pounds  below  January  1980. 

In  the  January  equalization 
pool,  65.0  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  1 
producer  milk  was  down  0.5  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was  0.6 
million  pounds  below  January  1980. 
Class  I  milk  was  93.95%  of  the  total 
during  January  compared  to  95.15% 
the  previous  month  and  94.37%  during 
January  of  the  previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  January  milk 
was  $15.50  per  cwt .   The  uniform 
price  was  up  5  cents  from  December 
and  was  $1.24  above  January  1980. 

THREE  riARKET  SUfTORY 

Under  the  three   Florida  milk 
orders,    434   producers   delivered   193.3 
million   pounds   of  milk   to  pool   plants. 
This   compared   to  435  producers   and 
187.6  million   pounds   during  the  pre- 
vious  month   and  439  producers   and 
192.3  million  pounds   during  January 
1980.      Producer  milk   deliveries   in 
January   were   up   3.0%   from  December 
and  were   0.4%   above  January  of   last 
year. 

The   average  milk   delivery  per 
producer  was    14.342   pounds   per  day 
for   all    producers   delivering  to 
plants   under  Federal    Orders   6,    12, 
and    13.      The   average   daily  delivery 
per  producer  was   9,859  pounds  under 
Order  No.    b,    11,642   pounds   under 
Order  No.    12,    and   32,142   pounds   un- 
der Order  No.    13.

Farm  Costs  and  Prices* 


PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  2  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  7  POINTS 

The  January  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased 
2  points  (.8  percent)  to  263  percents  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  decrease  since  December  were  lower  prices  for  hogs,  eggs, 
soybeans,  and  cattle.   Higher  prices  for  com,  potatoes,  tomatoes, 
and  peanuts  were  partially  offsetting.  The  Index  was  26  points 
(11  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Coraraodities  and  Services, 
Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  January  15  was  299,  up  7 
points  (2.4  percent)  from  mid-December.   The  annual  updating  of  the 
Indexes  for  Farm  Services  and  Cash  Rent,  Interest  and  Taxes  along 
with  higher  prices  for  feed,  fuel  and  family  living  items  were  the 
major  contributors  to  the  increase.   The  January  Index  was  29  points 
(11  percent)  above  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of  Prices 
Paid,  Including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  88  for  the 
month  of  January  1981.  The  ratio  was  down  3  points  from  the  previous 
month  and  unchanged  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

to  pay  farmers  an  amount  equal  to  the  support 
price.   Competition  among  manufacturers  for 
available  milk  supplies  is  relied  on  to  insure 
that  the  average  price  received  by  farmers  pro- 
ducing manufacturing  grade  milk  will  be  close 
to  the  support  level. 

Classified  minimum  prices  established  under 
the  Federal  milk  order  program  are  based  on 
prices  that  manufacturing  grade  milk  producers 
receive  in  the  Minnesota-Wisconsin  area.   Thus, 
the  price  support  program  undergirds  the  entire 
domestic  milk  price  structure. 

While  the  April  adjustment  in  the  support 
price  is  mandated  under  the  current  law  there 
are  several  other  factors  that  must  be  con- 
sidered along  with  this  adjustment: 

1.  How  to  allocate  any  support  price  in- 
crease between  the  purchase  prices  of  butter 
and  nonfat  dry  milk; 

2.  Whether  to  adjust  the  manufacturing 
margins  used  in  calculating  purchase  prices. 
In  order  for  purchase  prices  to  enable  manu- 
facturers to  pay  at  least  the  support  price  to 
their  dairy  farmers,  such  purchase  prices  must 
include  amounts  equal  to  the  costs  of  manufac- 
turing butter,  nonfat  dry  milk  and  cheese. 
These  costs  have  continued  to  increase  and  con- 
sideration is  being  given  to  increasing  pur- 
chase prices  an  additional  amount  to  reflect 
these  higher  manufacturing  costs. 

3.  IVhether  to  adjust  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  sales  price.   Currently  CCC  offers 
to  sell  purchased  products  back  to  the  industry 
at  105  percent  of  the  purchase  price  in  effect 
at  the  time  of  the  sale.   In  recent  years  the 
Department  has  set  this  so-called  "sell-back" 
price  as  high  as  115  percent  of  the  purchase 
price.   The  sell-back  price  is  important  be- 
cause it  has  a  moderating  effect  on  increasing 
wholesale  and  retail  market  prices  whenever 
the  government  has  stored  products  available 
for  sale  to  the  industry. 

Because  of  the  high  cost  of  the  dairy  price 
support  program  at  the  present  time  there  is 
discussion  of  changing  the  current  law.   A 
legislative  proposal  has  been  submitted  to 
Congress  to  delete  the  requirement  that  the 
support  price  of  milk  be  adjusted  at  mid-year. 
If  Congress  amends  the  Act  prior  to  April  1. 
1981,  the  price  adjustments  now  being  considered 
hy  the  Department  would  not  be  required.
